TRAGEDY AT Dl'NDAS

At all Umes, but particularly at holiday times, 
eternal vigilance U the price of security. The 
death rate upon railways Is low compared with 
the death rate upon the common highways of all 
countries, but. notwithstanding the utmost vigi¬ 
lance. accidents will happen upon the railways. 
Sometimes human vigilance la not enough to pre¬ 
vent accidents. A locomotive Is a wanderful 
machine, but the metal of which It Is made la not 
perfect There may be flaws In the mechanism 
of the engine or In the wheels of the train of 
coaches which the most rigid tests have failed to 
detect. A rail may break or a switch or point get 
out of Joint and fall to function, and there Is a 
crash, bnd a time of rejoicing becomes a time of 
mourning. 

The dispatches-today report b terrible accident 
on the lines of the Canadian National Railway at 
the little town of Dundas, Ontario. That little 
town seems to be a particularly dangerous spot 
for rail traffic. It Is situated In the rolling hills 
bordering Burlington Bay. a few miles from the 
busy manufacturing city of Hamilton, for many 
years one of the prlnclp^ transportation centres 
of Canada. 

Years ago, construction engineers discovered 
that the shortest routes between the productive 
West and the consumptive East (where all the big 
towtu were situated) were not to be found through 
the northern States but through southem Can¬ 
ada. Hence many of the United SUtea railways 
built In the West arranged traffic agreements with 
the old Grand Trunk Railway, running between 
_ Port Huron, Ontario, and Portland. Maine, and 
the almost equally old Great Western Railway, 
running betweefi Windsor, Ontario, and Niagara 
Palls, Ontario, and New York State. 

On the oceans, navigators found out that the 
shortest distances between given points on the 
charts were not dliyct but circuitous. Vessels 
steaming between the Atlantic porta of this con¬ 
tinent to Europe gnd behgeen the Pacific ports of 
America and Asia sail awgy up to the north and 
begin to converge when netting their points of 
destination. In earlier days, Wlien the railways 
had practkally a monopoly In transportation, 
there waa'a heavy traffic between West and 
the East, and much of this traffic converged upon 
Hamilton and passed through Dundas, an Impor¬ 
tant gut In the eastern transportation system. 
There have been several railway disasters at the 
little town of Dundas, some of them exacting a 
heavy toll of human life. But. either owing to 
greater vigilance or Improvements In rolling stock, 
there have been no serious accldenU on that part 
ot the rail systems for a long time. The deplorable 
feature ot the event which has put Dundas back 
on the map is that the victims of the accident 
were looking forward to a happy Christmas holi¬ 
day In company with their relatives and friends. 
A season ot Joy became a time of mourning lor 
many households. 


Quebec has elected and maintained In power aev 
eral governments. The Prime Minister docs not 
concede that hla Oovernment has not a good 
chance to succeed Itself as a result of the coming 
elections. ' 

Mr. Bennett has been charged by some of hla 
supporters aa being too apathetic about the future 
ot hla administration. The truth of the whole 
matter Is that the Prime itlnlster has been ao 
busy attending to the business of the country that 
he has had no time to devote to the Job of mend¬ 
ing hla political fences. No preceding leader ot a 
government or a party In Canada ever has had to 
face a charge of negligence In regard to such a 
matter. But If Mr. Bennett In hla devotion to the 
Interests of his country appears to have been 
politically apathetic, be has thrown off an ap- 
paarence of apathy and has asaumed an aggres¬ 
sive attitude. Leaders of armies have said that 
the best form of defence la attack. Mr. Bennett 
has at last developed his attack, and thus far there 
has been no eounter-ottenslve. The tide of bud-^ 
neas has unmistakably turneiL and Is now run¬ 
ning In favor of the Oovernment. If the people 
who decide the fate of governments have re¬ 
covered confidence, the probabilities are that they 
will renew their confidence in the Oovernment. 
That la a chance Which the Liberals dread, and 
why they are offering the nonsensical suggestion 
that the Oovernment has lost the confidence of 
the country and should resign. The Government 
was elected for stated term, and la under no con¬ 
stitutional obligation to resign and enable the 
Opposition to take advantage ot the state of 
business. 

But If it Is true, as The Star says, that our sys¬ 
tem of government and all the systems which 
depend upon that form of government are in 
danger aiul can be saved by concerted action by 
the Prime Minister of Canada and the Premier ot 
Quebec: If it be a fact that the Prime isinistjr ja 
a Liberal-Conservative and the Premier a Con¬ 
servative-Liberal, the disaster feared can be 
averted by the Conservative-Liberal acting 
according to hla principles and Joining his forces 
oT salvation with the Uberal-Conaervstive Prime 
Minister. Such a denouement la not a remote 
possibility. There Is evidently nothing in common 
between the Liberal Oovernmenta of the West 
d the Conservative-Liberal Oovernment of 
Qubec. The Prime Minister and the Premier have 
appeared on a public platform and practically 
said the same thing in discussing the economic 
system. They may appear on the same platform 
and say practically the same thing on the hust¬ 
ings. ^r the tRp Ministers are closer together on 
most s ubj ee to th an the leaders or the Opposition. 
There may be a political revolution In the Prov¬ 
ince ot Quebec. Itiat is what the Liberals fear 
and why they are demanding an Immediate 
election.
